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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leominster  and 

Wigmore  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  combined  Annual  Report 
of  myself  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 
year  1961,  I  wish  particularly  to  pay  my  small 
tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Inspector,  Mr.  G-eorge 
Bull.  Mr.  Bull  has  served  the  Council  for  many 
years,  latterly  under  considerable  physical  hand¬ 
icap,  efficiently  and  quietly.  I  know  from  the 
people  I  meet  who  have  had  official  dealings  with 
him  that  he  is  respected  and  well-liked  even  by 
those  with  whom  he  did  not  always  see  eye  to  eye. 

Unfortunately,  during  the  past  year  he 
has  been  struck  down  by  further  illness  and  has 
found  it  necessary  to  resign.  My  thanks  are  added 
to  those  of  the  Council  for  his  past  efforts,  and 
my  best  wishes  to  his  successor  Mr.  J.P.  Emerson. 

Returning  to  the  Report  itself,  there 
is  little  upon  which  to  comment.  Under  the 
infectious  disease  section  it  will  be  noted  that 
there  was  a  considerable  outbreak  of  dysentery  in 
the  area.  This  was  scattered  widely  over  the 
north  western  part  of  the  district,  in  the  areas 
contiguous  to  Ludlow:  there  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  any  connections  with  the  outbreak  of  the 
previous  year  in  the  Eardisland  and  district. 

Once  again  it  is  necessary  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  bad  arrangements  for  disposal  of 
waste  water  and  sewage  in  the  district  -  the  list 
of  villages  requiring  proper  drainage  systems  is 
included  in  the  Inspector’s  report.  The  list  is 
long  and  one  can  foresee  considerable  time  elapsing, 
and  much  money  being  spent,  before  we  can  be 
satisfied  that  the  many  nuisances  have  been  remedied.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supplies 

The  Herefordshire  Water  Board  have  now  taken  over 
the  various  water  undertakings  in  the  district.  Periodical 
sampling  of  all  main  supplies  are  still  being  taken  for 
analysis. 

The  Local  Authority  is  still  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  water  to  several  Council  houses,  including 
those  at  Kingsland  (Boarsfield,  Old  Council  Houses, 
and  the  Hostel) .  The  remainder  of  the  supplies  are 
mainly  to  old  and  agricultural  type  houses. 

Sampling 

Two  hundred  and  six  samples  of  water  for  bact¬ 
eriological  examination  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
sent  to  the  laboratory  at  Hereford.  These  samples
